Banks agree $25 bn deal 
for US homeowners 



Private sector compelled by law to 
offer pension plan to all employees! 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama and top 
US mortgage lenders unveiled 
a landmark $25 billion deal 
yesterday to help struggling 
homeowners get back on their 
feet and to untether the mori¬ 
bund housing market. 

Five of the country’s top 
banks, the federal government 
and 49 states — all except 
Oklahoma — agreed to help 
homeowners cut their mort¬ 
gage debt, avoid default or get 
compensation for unfair home 
repossessions. 

The agreement provides a 
glimmer of hope for four mil¬ 
lion families who lost their 
homes during the financial cri¬ 
sis and the millions more who 
watched the market value of 
their homes slump while the 
cost of their mortgages re¬ 
mained at boom-era prices. 

It also offers an estimated 
$2000 in compensation for 


everyone who lost their homes 
amid questions about banks 
losing paperwork and signing 
documents without due process 
— so-called robosigning. 

The housing bubble was at 
the center of the 2008 financial 
crash, the worst in 80 years. 

In the boom years, Ameri¬ 
cans borrowed beyond their 
means as Wall Street over¬ 
dosed on exotic mortgage- 
based derivatives, further 
inflating the market. 

While the three-year deal 
will not come close to cleaning 
up all the damage caused by 
the crisis, there is expectation 
it will be a boon for the market 
and the broader economy. 

But details — particularly 
how much is used to write-off 
mortgage principal — will de¬ 
termine how much of a boon, 
according to Ted Gayer, co-di- 
rector of economic studies at 
The Brookings Institution. 


ORANJESTAD - As of last 
month, all private sector em¬ 
ployees had a one percent de¬ 
duction on their pay slips, 
which represents the 1% from 
their gross salary to be desig¬ 
nated for a pension plan. At the 
same time, the employer is 
also obliged to contribute with 
1% towards the employee’s 
pension porgam. This obliga¬ 
tion was enacted on Janaury 
1st, 2012 when the law was 
passed and put into effect. 

The new Obligatory Ge¬ 
neral Pension Porgram stipu¬ 
lates that every employer must 
ensure that each employee in 
his/her service have an insur¬ 
ance plan to supplement the 
AOV insurance plan available 
to all citizens on Aruba. 

The government is of the 
opinion that every citizen must 
have an additional income 
alongside of the AOV, which

has proven to be insufficient, 
when they retire. The amount 
received from AOV upon re¬ 
tirement is insufficient in most 
cases and makes it virtually 
impossible for retirees to sur¬ 
vive without taking on work 
after retirement. As a result, it 
is not uncommon to find sen¬ 
iors working hard long after re¬ 
tirement in order to make ends 
meet. 

The law regarding the oblig¬ 
atory pension plan is a rather 
simple law, according to the 
government. Employers are 
obligated to introduce a suit¬ 
able pension program for their 
employees. They are then re¬ 
quired to withhold a premium 


in their salary administration. 
The employer and the em¬ 
ployee are required to each pay 
3% of the premium. This year, 
however, as a transition, the re¬ 
quirement is 1%, and next year, 
the minimum will be 2% for 
each. Obviously, the larger the 
premium will mean a heftier 
payout in pension at retirement. 
But, there is a legal limit. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, it normally takes about 
40 years of continuous em¬ 
ployment for a person to com¬ 
plete a full cycle of a pension 
program. Most of the people 
employed today no longer 
have 40 years to work. ]

In their case, the law has a spe¬ 
cial opportunity for them to ac¬ 
quire an extra pension simply 
by paying a higher premium. 
In the event an employee al¬ 
ready has 55 years of age, 
he/she can no longer apply for 
a pension program. However, 
for this group there is a special 
provision. They would pay the 
same premium that all other 
employees are paying, but at 
retirement they can receive a 
higher payout as a lump sum. 
This will be possible because 
of the accumulated interest 
paid on their premium. 


Each employer is obliged 
by law to inform their employ¬ 
ees adequately and clearly 
what exactly is involved in the 
pension program and how it 
works. They are required to es¬ 
tablish a policy with an insur¬ 
ance company and determine 
how much premium they want 
to pay, not withstanding they 
cannot pay less than the legal 
requirement. It is also possible 
to include certain benefits in 
their insurance package, such 
as death, sickness, widow or 
widower benefits, etc. 

Any employer who may not 


have completed the process of 
incorporating an insurance 
plan for their employees, have 
untill the end of March to have 
this in place for every em¬ 
ployee. Failure to comply will 
incure a hefty fine of 250 thou¬ 
sand Aruban florins. Employ¬ 
ees who have not received this 
mandatory coverage from their 
employer as yet, need to find 
out from the employer what 
the status is. This General Pen¬ 
sion Program will benefit over 
30 thousand citizens in the pri¬ 
vate sector!

DOPV to be renamed Department of 
Public Transport 


ORANJESTAD -- After many 
changes and the implementa¬ 
tion of a totally new structure, 
the DOPV will be completed 
revamped and renamed. The 
government is now at the place 
where they can send out soli¬ 
citations for a new director to 
lead this new department. 

This new department will 
ensure that every driver of 
taxis and tour busses will be 
medically certified by SVB 
doctors. New regulations for 
tour buss operators at the 
wharf are in place, specific 
protocols for taxis and small 
busses have also have been en¬ 
acted. All in all, these appear to 
be positive changes for our 
public transportation system. 


According to the govern¬ 
ment, they have achieved the 
goal of modernizing and im¬ 
proving the management and 
organization of DOPV. In view 
of all the many changes, they 
decided to also rename the or¬ 
ganization in order to ade¬ 
quately reflect the changes and 
new operational process of the 
department. Hence, DOPV will 
be renamed: The Department 
of Public Transport (DTP). 

The 8th of February was the 
last day that one could have 
applied for the new position of 
Director of this new depart¬ 
ment. During the week of the 
13th of February we can ex¬ 
pect an official announcement 
of who will be the new director 


of the completely revamped 
department. 

Following the nomination 
of a new director, the next step 
will be the nomination of two 
commissions which will be 
followed by the nomination of 
employees for the new depart¬ 
ment. 

By April 1st. 2012, the De¬ 
partment of Public Transport 
should be completely opera¬ 
tional in its new structure and 
format. 

The government expressed 
their satisfaction with the 
changes made and is certain 
that in the future they will see 
even more positive changes for 
this new Department of Public 
Transport.

Arrest warrant for 
Maldives ex-president

MALE (AFP) - A judge issued 
an arrest warrant yesterday for 
the ex-president of the Mal¬ 
dives, who says he was forced 
from office in a coup, as troops 
deployed to restore order in the 
violence-wracked holiday par¬ 
adise. 

Police said they were hold¬ 
ing the warrant for Mohamed 
Nasheed, the Indian Ocean 
country’s first democratically 
elected president, but had yet 
to execute the order. 

"We can arrest him when 
we feel the need for it. We 
have to be careful and tactical 
as to how and when we do it," 
police spokesman Abdul Man- 
nan Yusuf told AFP. 

Nasheed, who has hunkered 
down at his modest family 
home in the capital Male since 
losing the presidency on Tues¬ 
day, appealed for urgent fo¬ 
reign help. 

"They have issued a war¬ 
rant to arrest me now and said 
that I will be the first former 
president to spend the rest of 
his life in jail," he told AFP. "I 
hope the international commu¬ 
nity will take note and do 
something right now." 

While dozens of his sup¬ 
porters surrounded the three- 
storey home, elsewhere in the 
country the police and army 


struggled to re-take control 
after a night described by a 
presidential aide as "anarchy". 

Maldives police commis¬ 
sioner Abdulla Riyas said 18 
police stations had been at¬ 
tacked on outlying islands in 
the archipelago, while nume¬ 
rous court and government 
buildings had been looted and 
torched. 

The images of rioting are 
potentially devastating for a 
country which depends on tou¬ 
rism thanks to its crystal-clear 
turquoise waters, coral-fringed 
beaches and ultra-luxury re¬ 
sorts. 

Although resort managers 
and tour agents have reported 
only a small number of cancel¬ 
lations, the unrest that fol¬ 
lowed Nasheed’s ousting has 
begun inching closer to key 
tourist infrastructure. 

Meanwhile, the United 
States said yesterday it recog¬ 
nizes the new government of 
Maldives President Mohamed 
Waheed as the legitimate one. 

"We do," State Department 
spokeswoman Victoria Nuland 
told reporters when asked if 
the United States recognizes 
the new government as the le¬ 
gitimate government of the 
Maldives. 


Europe's Danube freezes over, cold 
snap toll at 460 


BELGRADE (AFP) - Thick 
ice closed vast swathes of the 
Danube yesterday, crippling 
shipping on Europe’s busiest 
waterway, as the death toll 
from bitter cold across the con¬ 
tinent rose to at least 460. 

As it has every day for 
nearly two weeks, the brutal 
cold claimed lives in several 
countries and killed dozens 
more in weather-related acci¬ 
dents. 

The 2,860-kilometre 
(1,780-mile) Danube, which 
flows through 10 countries and 
is vital for transport, power, ir¬ 
rigation, industry and fishing, 
was wholly or partially 
blocked from Austria to its 
mouth on the Black Sea. 

Navigation was impossible 
or restricted in Serbia, Croatia, 
Bulgaria, Romania, Hungary 
and Austria, as ice covered the 
river or formed dangerous 
floes in shipping lanes. 

An official from the Serbian 
economy ministry said the 


commercial repercussions 
"could be very bad", while in¬ 
frastructure ministry official 
Pavle Galico said shipping 
would not resume for 10 days. 

Bulgarian authorities, who 
have banned all navigation on 
the river, reported 224 vessels 
stuck in ports, and Ukrainian 
rescuers in Croatia reached 
three crew members on a ship 
trapped in the ice since Friday. 

Temperatures in Bulgaria 
dropped to a new record low 
yesterday of minus 28.6 de¬ 
grees Celsius (minus 19.5 
Fahrenheit) in the northwest¬ 
ern town of Vidin. The country 
has halted all power exports 
due to the cold snap. 

Serbian railways, mean¬ 
while, said the famed Balkan 
Express train that runs from 
Belgrade to Istanbul would 
only go as far as Sofia for now 
because of the flooding in Bul¬ 
garia. 

In the Czech Republic fore¬ 
casters said temperatures could 


plunge to minus 40 Celsius in 
the mountains and minus 25 
Celsius in Prague on Saturday 
night. 

Another blast of freezing 
weather was also predicted for 
Italy, even as soldiers worked 
to free villages trapped in three 
meters of snow and with the 
death toll from the cold snap 
already at 43. 

Forecasts said freezing 
winds would bring more snow 
on Friday and Saturday to 
Rome, just recovering from its 
biggest snowfall in decades. 

Germany was forced 
Wednesday to draw on its re¬ 
serves for producing electricity 
for the second time this winter. 

While many in Europe were 
fed up with the bitter cold, re¬ 
sidents in the Netherlands were 
disappointed with a slight 
warming in that country that 
resulted in a legendary ice- 
skating race along canals being 
cancelled. The race has not 
been run since 1997. 


Noriega's daughters seek medical access 


to ex-dictator 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Manuel Noriega’s daughters 
called yesterday on the govern¬ 
ment to allow his private doc¬ 
tors to have access to the 
former dictator, who was hos¬ 
pitalized over the weekend 
after an apparent stroke in 
prison. 

Noriega’s daughters and 
private doctors told AFP they 
had been given no information 
about his medical condition, 
despite requests for access to 
his clinical record. 

"We have requested that his 
private doctors be given ac¬ 
cess, and we still have not been 
able to obtain it," said Sandra 
Noriega, one of Noriega’s three 
daughters. 

The 77-year-old Noriega 
was rushed from his prison cell 
to Santo Tomas Hospital in 
Panama City on Sunday. Health 


Minister Franklin Vergara said 
that day that the former strong¬ 
man showed "symptoms that 
indicated a stroke." 

"Noriega is in stable condi¬ 
tion" but more tests are nee¬ 
ded, the health ministry said in 
a statement Wednesday. He 
had initially only been ex¬ 
pected to remain in hospital for 
48 hours. 

Eduardo Reyes, the head 


doctor of Noriega’s private 
medical team, said the former 
general was a "high risk pa¬ 
tient" based on his medical his¬ 
tory, which has included 
previous strokes. 

"We have certified at differ¬ 
ent moments in writing that he 
should remain in the hospital 
where he is now or be trans¬ 
ferred to a private clinic," 
Reyes said.

Britain to defend Falklands 
right to self-determination 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Britain will defend the Falk¬ 
land Islands’ right to self-deter¬ 
mination, Prime Minister 
David Cameron insisted yes¬ 
terday after Argentina said it 
would complain to the UN 
over the disputed territory. 

"As long as the people of 
the Falkland Islands want to 
maintain that status, we will 
make sure that they do and we 
will defend the Falkland Is¬ 
lands properly to make sure 
that is the case," Cameron told 
reporters in Stockholm. 

Tensions have risen ahead 
of the 30th anniversary of a 
war between Britain and Ar¬ 
gentina over the archipelago. 

Argentine President 

Cristina Kirchner said Tuesday 
that Buenos Aires would lodge 
a formal complaint with the 
United Nations over what she 
branded Britain’s militarisation 
of the South Atlantic. 

Britain has deployed a war¬ 
ship to the area and dispatched 
Prince William, second in line 
to the throne, for a tour of duty 
as a search and rescue helicop¬ 


ter pilot. 

London says the warship — 
although one of the most mo¬ 
dem in its fleet — is replacing 
one that was already in the re¬ 
gion and that William’s de¬ 
ployment was a routine part of 
his job in the Royal Air Force. 

"Argentina will find when 
she goes to the United Nations 
that it is an absolutely key part 
of the UN charter to support 
self-determination, and the 
people of the Falkland Islands 
want to maintain their status 
and want to maintain their con¬ 
nection to the United King¬ 
dom," Cameron said. 

The Falklands War broke 
out on April 2, 1982, when the 
then mling military junta in 
Buenos Aires invaded in a bid 
to end British mle and London 
sent a task force to the region. 

The 74-day war cost the 
lives of 649 Argentine and 255 
British troops and three Falk¬ 
land Islanders, but Britain re¬ 
tained control. 

Britain has held the islands, 
home to about 3,000 inhabi¬ 
tants, since 1833.

Striking police vacate Brazil's Bahia 
legislature 


SALVADOR DE BAHIA 
(AFP) - More than 200 mili¬ 
tary police on strike over pay 
peacefully left a Brazilian state 
legislature yesterday ending a 
nine-day standoff after the ar¬ 
rest of their leader, officials 
said. 

"The state assembly was 
vacated early this morning... 
Their leader, Marco Prisco, has 
been arrested," said govern¬ 
ment spokesman Robinson 
Almeida, of the standoff in the 
northeastern town of Salvador, 
in Bahia state. 

Rio state legislature mean¬ 
while approved a 39 percent 
increase in pay for police, fire¬ 
fighters and prison guards, 
hoping to head off a police 
strike there a week before the 
start of its Carnival celebra¬ 
tions. 

"We will have a peaceful 
Carnival. We have confidence 
that the security forces will be 
responsible," deputy Andrea 


Correa, the government leader 
in the assembly, said in re¬ 
marks quoted by the Globo G1 
news website. 

The strike in Bahia un¬ 
leashed a massive crime wave 
in which more than 120 people 
were murdered in and around 
Salvador, Bahia’s capital and 
Brazil’s third largest city, in 
just nine days, more than twice 
the usual homicide rate. 

Some 3,500 soldiers and 
elite police were sent to the 
area to restore order ahead of 
Salvador’s famed Carnival ce¬ 
lebrations later this month. 

Army Lieutenant Colonel 
Marcio Cunha told reporters 
that Prisco and another strike 
leader had been arrested. 

A government official in¬ 
sisted the end of the nine-day 
occupation of the Bahia legis¬ 
lature meant "the strike is 
over." 

But the military police mu¬ 
tineers and their supporters in¬ 


sisted the strike was still on. 

They are demanding a pay 
hike, better working conditions 
and an amnesty for Prisco, a 
political opponent of Bahia 
Governor Jaques Wagner, and 
11 other police facing arrest 
under a court order. At least 
four them have already been 
arrested. 

The unrest also sparked 
fears among federal govern¬ 
ment officials that the strike 
might spread to the states of 
Rio de Janeiro, Para, Parana, 
Alagoas, Espirito Santo and 
Rio Grande do Sul. 

Press reports on Wednesday 
quoted police intelligence as 
saying the situation in those 
states was "explosive." 

And in a court-ordered 
recording of telephone conver¬ 
sations between the Bahia 
strike leaders, which were 
aired by Globo television, 
Prisco is heard ordering that a 
national highway be blocked. 


More than 80 killed in Syria, most in Homs 


BEIRUT (AFP) - More than 
80 people died in violence 
across Syria yesterday, ac¬ 
tivists said, with the majority 
killed in a fierce assault by 
regime forces on the flashpoint 
central city of Homs. 

Rami Abdel Rahman of the 
Syrian Observatory for Human 
Rights said that of the 83 deaths 
nationwide, 63 people were 
killed in shelling and other vio¬ 
lence in Homs province. 

Fifty-three were killed in 
Homs city, which has been 
under a relentless bombard¬ 
ment by regime forces for the 
past six days, he told AFP. 

Of these, Abdel Rahman 
said 35 civilians died in the 
Baba Amr neighbourhood of 
Homs and 11 were killed when 
a shell slammed into their 
house in the protest hub’s In- 
shaat district. 

He added that seven other 


people died in the city’s 
Khaldiyeh and Karm el-Zey- 
toun neighbourhoods. 

Ten more people, five from 
the same family, died in 
shelling and heavy gunfire as 
regime troops pushed forth 
with a more than week-long 
assault on the town of 
Zabadani near the Syrian capi¬ 
tal, Abdel Rahman added. 

Elsewhere, seven security 
forces members were killed 
when rebels ambushed two 


buses near the southern town 
of Daraa, cradle of the revolt 
against the regime of President 
Bashar al-Assad. 

Among other deaths in the 
armed forces, a military 
colonel was killed at his home 
in Rastan, in Homs province. 

Four other civilians, inclu¬ 
ding a young woman, were 
killed in the northwestern 
province of Idlib, and a man 
died of wounds he suffered the 
day before in Daraa.

rise for second 
straight year 


PARIS (AFP) - Mediator, a 
drug licensed for use by dia¬ 
betics that became widely pre¬ 
scribed in France as a 
slimming aid, ’’probably” 
caused at least 1,300 deaths 
before it was withdrawn, a 
study published on Thursday 
said. 

Mahmoud Zureik of the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Health and 
Medical Research (Inserm), 
who co-led the probe, told 
AFP that around 3,100 people 
had required hospitalisation 
during the 33 years during 
which the drug was sold. 


However, these figures 
could well be an ’’underesti¬ 
mate,” he said. 

The study, appearing in the 
specialised journal Pharma¬ 
coepidemiology & Drug 
Safety, fmetunes an estimate 
by Zureik in 2010 that the 
death toll from the scandal was 
between 1,000 and 2,000. 

Mediator, known by its lab 
name as benfluorex, was ini¬ 
tially licensed to reduce levels 
of fatty proteins called lipids, 
with the claim that it helped di¬ 
abetics control their level of 
blood sugar. 


But it also suppressed ap¬ 
petite, which meant it gained a 
secondary official use to help 
obese diabetics lose weight. 

In fact, it was widely sold 
on prescription for non-diabet¬ 
ics wanting to slim. 

In 2009, Mediator was 
pulled from the European mar¬ 
ket amid evidence that it dam¬ 
aged heart valves and caused 
pulmonary hypertension. 

Its French manufacturer, 
Servier, is being probed on 
suspicion of dishonest prac¬ 
tices and deception. 

The new study is an extrap¬ 
olation based on figures for 
deaths from faulty heart 
valves, although not from hy¬ 
pertension, among major users 
of the drug. 

The main data comes from 
France’s national health insur¬ 
ance system, which said that 
303,000 patients used Media¬ 
tor in 2006. 

According to Mediator, 145 
million packets of Mediator 
were sold on the French mar¬ 
ket before the drug was pulled. 

The Mediator case came to 
light after a scandal involving 
a similar type of anti-obesity 
drug, fenfluramine, in the late 
1990s. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
number of Americans getting 
nips and tucks rose in 2011 for 
the second straight year de¬ 
spite difficult economic times, 
a major US plastic surgeons’ 
groups said on Thursday. 

A total of 13.8 million pro¬ 
cedures, including everything 
from facelifts to boob jobs to 
anti-wrinkle injections, were 
performed in 2011 in the 
United States, up five percent 
over 2010. 

’’While the rate of economic 
recovery in the US is still un¬ 
certain, 2011 proved to be a 
good year for plastic surgery,” 
said American Society of Plas¬ 
tic Surgeons president Mal¬ 
colm Roth. 

’’Consumer confidence was 
up, auto sales rose 10 percent, 
so it is not surprising that we 
would also see increased de¬ 
mand for plastic surgery pro¬ 
cedures.” 

Breast augmentation re¬ 
mained the most popular oper¬ 
ation, up four percent to 
307,000 procedures last year, 
said the annual data from the 
American Society of Plastic 
Surgeons. 


Facelifts made it to the top 
five for the first time since 
2004, ousting tummy tucks for 
fifth place after nose reshap¬ 
ing, liposuction, and eyelid 
surgery. 

Among men, a surgery to 
remove the double chin effect 
of extra neck skin nearly dou¬ 
bled in 2011 over a year ear¬ 
lier, with 21,000 such 
procedures. 

Lip augmentation also rose 
49 percent to more that 25,000 
procedures performed. 

Roth said the rise in surgical 
procedures, up two percent 
over a year earlier to 1.6 oper¬ 
ations, ’’reflect the demands of 
an aging boomer population.” 

However, the overall 
growth in the industry is being 
driven by minimally-invasive 
procedures, which rose six 
percent to nearly 12.2 million 
procedures in 2011. 

Botox injections, soft tissue 
fillers to remove laugh lines 
and wrinkles, chemical peels, 
laser hair removal and micro¬ 
dermabrasion were the most 
popular image boosters for 
Americans.

(AFP) - Computer security 
firm Symantec confirmed it 
tried to turn the tables on hack¬ 
ers who threatened to release 
stolen source code if a demand 
for $50,000 was not met. 

An email exchange posted 
online at pastebin.com re¬ 
vealed how Symantec negoti¬ 
ated with "Yamatough," a 
supposed affiliate of hacker 
group Anonymous, to pay an 
extortion demand. 

"The communications with 
the person(s) attempting to ex¬ 
tort the payment from Syman¬ 


tec were part of the law 
enforcement investiga¬ 
tion,” the firm said in a 
released statement. 

"Given that the in¬ 
vestigation is still ongo¬ 
ing, we are not going to 
disclose the law en¬ 
forcement agencies in¬ 
volved and have no 
additional information 
to provide.” 

No money ever 
changed hands. 

Symantec recom¬ 
mended in January that 
users of its pc Anywhere 
software disable the product 
following the theft of source 
code from the California-based 
security firm. 

Symantec subsequently 
said that the latest release of 
the software is defended from 
attack and released an upgrade 
to protect older versions. 

Symantec, in a technical 
white paper posted in January 
on the firm’s website, said the 
vulnerability to pcAnywhere, 
which allows for remote PC to 
PC connections, was the result 
of a 2006 theft of source code

Brain stimulation 
may boost memory: 
study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Cal¬ 
ifornia scientists said Wednes¬ 
day they may have found a 
way to stimulate a part of the 
brain so that it forms memories 
more easily. 

Someday, the process might 
be used to make a neuropros- 
thetic device, or thinking cap, 
that people could turn on when 
they need to remember new in¬ 
formation, or it may even help 
people with dementia restore 
their memories. 

But those possibilities, 
while intriguing, are far off in 
the future, said researchers at 
the University of California 
Los Angeles whose study on 
seven epilepsy patients ap¬ 
peared in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

’’Losing our ability to re¬ 
member recent events and 
form new memories is one of 
the most dreaded afflictions of 
the human condition,” said 
senior author Itzhak Fried, 
professor of neurosurgery at 
the David Geffen School of 
Medicine at UCLA. 

”Our preliminary results 
provide evidence supporting a 
possible mechanism for en¬ 
hancing memory, particularly 
as people age or suffer from 
early dementia,” he said. 

Using patients who already 
had electrodes implanted into 
their brains to track the origin 
of epileptic seizures, the re¬ 
searchers studied the effect of 
nerve stimulation in a part of 
the brain called the entorhinal 
cortex. 


The entorhinal cortex 
is considered the door¬ 
way to the hippocampus, 
the part of the brain 
where memories are 
formed and stored. 

’’The entorhinal cortex 
is the golden gate to the 
brain’s memory main¬ 
frame,” said Fried. 

’’Every visual and sen¬ 
sory experience that we 
eventually commit to 
memory funnels through 
that doorway to the hip¬ 
pocampus.” 

Patients played a video 
game in which they were driv¬ 
ing a taxi to deliver riders to 
particular places in town, and 
they showed improved recall 
when the entorhinal cortex 
was stimulated. 

’’When we stimulated the 
nerve fibers in the patients’ en¬ 
torhinal cortex during learn¬ 
ing, they later recognized 
landmarks and navigated the 
routes more quickly,” said 
Fried. ’’They even learned to 
take shortcuts, reflecting im¬ 
proved spatial memory.” 

More research is needed to 
determine if deep-brain stimu¬ 
lation could boost other forms 
of recall such as verbal and au¬ 
tobiographical memories. 

The study was funded by 
grants from the National Insti¬ 
tute of Neurological Disorders 
and Stroke and the Dana Foun¬ 
dation which supports brain re¬ 
search.

LONDON(AFP) - The Bank 
of England said yesterday it 
would prop up Britain’s falter¬ 
ing economy with an addi¬ 
tional £50 billion and keep 
interest rates at a record-low 
0.50 percent as recession 
clouds hang over the country. 

After a two-day gathering, 
the BoE’s Monetary Policy 
Committee voted in favour of 
increasing its Quantitative Eas¬ 
ing (QE) by £50 billion (60 bil¬ 
lion euros, $80 billion) to £325 
billion over a three-month pe¬ 
riod. 

The nine-member MPC 
panel also decided to keep the 
main interest rate at a record- 
low 0.50 percent, the central 
bank said in a statement. 

London’s stock market and 
sterling were little changed fol¬ 
lowed the expected announce¬ 


ments, which were made as 
Britain’s economy buckles 
under the combined impact of 
state austerity and the euro¬ 
zone debt crisis. 

Also yesterday, the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank held its key 
lending rate at 1.0 percent, 
ahead of a crucial Brussels 
meeting seeking to avert a po¬ 
tentially catastrophic default 
by debt-laden Greece. 

The BoE warned that the 
economic outlook remained 
clouded by the chronic crisis in 
the eurozone, which is Bri¬ 
tain’s main export market. 

”In the United Kingdom, 
the underlying pace of reco¬ 
very slowed during 2011, with 
activity falling slightly during 
the final quarter,” it said.

US House adopts insider 


itive picture and asset prices 
have risen. 

’’But the pace of expansion 
in the United Kingdom’s main 
export markets has also slowed 
and concerns remain about the 
indebtedness and competitive¬ 
ness of some euro-area coun¬ 
tries.” 

The BoE rate has stood at 
0.50 percent since March 2009 
when it began injecting £200 
billion into the economy under 
QE. The bank opted last Octo¬ 
ber to increase the amount to 
£275 billion in an operation 
due to end this month. 

Under QE, the central bank 
creates new cash that is used 
to purchase assets such as gov¬ 
ernment and corporate bonds 
in the hope of giving a boost 
to lending and economic activ¬ 
ity. 

Recent data revealed that 
the economy contracted by 
more than expected in the 
fourth quarter, placing it dan¬ 
gerously close to another 
downturn. 

Gross domestic product 
(GDP) dipped 0.2 percent in 
the three months to December. 
Another quarter of contraction 
would place Britain in a tech¬ 
nical recession. 

But data yesterday painted 
a slightly rosier picture, show¬ 
ing that industrial output was 
up in December, when Bri¬ 
tain’s trade-in-goods deficit 
also fell. 


trading ban 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US House of Representatives 
yesterday overwhelmingly 
adopted a bill aimed at expli¬ 
citly banning insider trading by 
lawmakers who face deep 
election-year anger at politi¬ 
cians and Wall Street. 

With nine months before 
November elections and just 
one in ten Americans saying 
they approve of the job Con¬ 
gress is doing, the House voted 
417-2 for the legislation as 
usually polarized Republicans 
and Democrats united. 

Some outside critics had 
charged that existing securities 
fraud legislation already ap¬ 
plies to lawmakers, while De¬ 
mocrats accused Republicans 
of watering down the Senate- 
passed bill — but still backed 
it. 

The vote in the Republican- 
led House set up a possible 
’’conference” with the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Senate to 
craft a compromise version 
that lawmakers would have to 


approve to send to President 
Barack Obama to sign into 
law. 

Both bills, adopted after 
Obama pushed lawmakers to 
act on the issue, bar lawmakers 
as well as families and staff 
and executive branch officials 
to enrich themselves by trading 
on non-public information. 

Members of Congress often 
get private briefings from top 
corporate executives. 

The House-passed measure 
would require disclosure of 
transactions in stocks, bonds, 
or commodities and other in¬ 
vestments within 45 days 
while forbidding lawmakers 
and administration officials 
from getting preferential treat¬ 
ment in initial stock offerings. 

The House stripped out a 
Senate-adopted amendment re¬ 
quiring that people who gather 
information from Congress for 
sale to investment firms — so 
called ’’political intelligence” 
operators — register as lobby¬ 
ists. 


Eurozone stalls Greek cash aid pending 
new conditions 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eurozone 
finance ministers yesterday re¬ 
fused to give their immediate 
backing to a second bailout for 
Greece despite a last-minute 
deal in Athens on austerity 
measures demanded by credi¬ 
tors. 

After rival Greek parties 
agreed a fresh round of deep 
cuts, triggering another general 
strike in Greece, Luxembourg

Ateliers ’89, the Aruban foun¬ 
dation and center for art and 
cultural education, is hosting a 
2-month exposition of the 
works produced by their most 
recent classes in Raku pottery 
and Video, titled “Capturing 
Modern Hieroglyphs.” 

The Raku course was taught 
by guest instructor Ellen Spijk- 
stra, originally from Holland 
but a resident of Curacao since 
1980, and the video course 
featured Erla Haraldsdottir and 
Craniv Boyd, from Berlin, 
Germany as instructors, who 
also work extensively in Erla’s 
nation of birth, Iceland. Craniv 
is a Liberian/American born 
and raised in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


The title refers to the con¬ 
cept of distant future societies 
looking upon the artwork pro¬ 
duced today as this culture 
looks at the hieroglyphics of 
ancient cultures, trying to un¬ 
derstand their mentality and 
social structure. (One can’t 
help wondering what they will 
conclude by watching the 
Jackass TV series or films.) 

The main exposition room 
features Raku, a unique pot¬ 
tery favored for use during the 
ritualistic Japanese tea cere¬ 
mony and named for Juraku- 
dai, a palace in Kyoto.. In the 
16th century. Sen Rikyu, the 
Japanese tea master, was in¬ 
volved with the construction of 


the Jurakudai and had a tile- 
maker named Chojiro produce 
hand-molded tea bowls for use 
in the wabi-styled tea cere¬ 
mony that was Rikyu's ideal. 
The resulting tea bowls made 
were initially referred to as 
”ima-yaki” (’’contemporary 
ware”) and were also distin¬ 
guished as Juraku-yaki, from 
the red clay employed in their 
manufacture. Hideyoshi pre¬ 
sented Jokei, Chojiro’s son, 
with a seal that bore the Chi¬ 
nese character for Raku, which 
then became the name of the 
family that produced the 
wares. Both the name and the 
ceramic style have been 
passed down and stayed within 
the family (sometimes by 
adoption) to the present 15th 
generation. The name and the 
style of ware have become in¬ 
fluential in both Japanese cul¬ 
ture and literature. 
Modifications and new tech¬ 
niques have been introduced 
by contemporary artists 
around the world who became 
fascinated with this special 
process. 

A graphic demonstration of 
the unique baking and glazing 
procedure was performed on 
the opening night. This in¬ 
cluded a pleasant sampling of 
how this pottery can affect the 
flavor of the beverage it con¬ 
tains with free samples of Saki 
in special Raku cups made by 
the class, complements of 
Aruba Trading Company. 

The video class was as¬ 
signed the task of remaking 
and re-interpreting an iconic 
piece from film, theater or lit¬ 
erature, which they could pro¬ 
duce within the limitations of 
the Aruban environment and 
their small class of 12 making 
up the production company. 
Final projects included scenes 
from “Eclipse” the Twilight 
series, “Casper the Friendly 
Ghost”, and a remake of the 
opening credits from the 70’s 
TV show “Hawaii Five-0” re¬ 
named “Aruba Five-0.” 

The results of both classes 
are a most fascination exposi¬ 
tion contrasting ancient and 
modern arts, and showcasing 
the individual creativity of the 
students and instructors. The 
exposition is open to the pub¬ 
lic, gratis, Monday through 
Friday from 11:00 AM until 
5:00 on the grounds of Ateliers 
’89, in Oranjestad at Domini- 
canessenstraat 34, across from 
Maria College; call 588-5776 
or 565-4613 to arrange a tour 
and get directions.

Pearce to 
manage 
England 
against 
the Dutch 


Redknapp favourite 
as England hunt for 
manager 


LONDON (AFP) - Stuart 
Pearce will manage England in 
their friendly international 
against the Netherlands on 
February 29, Football Associ¬ 
ation (FA) chairman David 
Bernstein said. 

Pearce, the England Under- 
21 manager, was given tempo¬ 
rary control of the senior side 
for the match against the Dutch 
at Wembley following Fabio 
Capello’s resignation as Eng¬ 
land manager on Wednesday. 

Capello quit just four 
months before the start of Euro 
2012 following the FA’s deci¬ 
sion to strip John Terry of the 
England captaincy ahead of 
the Chelsea defender’s trial on 
charges of racially abusing 
QPR’s Anton Ferdinand, which 
is due to take place after the 
tournament in Poland and 
Ukraine. 

Former England full-back 
Pearce, who was Capello’s as¬ 
sistant, will take charge of the 
Great Britain’s men’s Olympic 
team at the 2012 Games in 
London. 

I can announce that Stuart 
Pearce will manage the Eng¬ 
land team against Holland,” 
said Bernstein at a Wembley 
news conference on Thursday. 

”He has huge experience 
outside and inside the organi¬ 
sation. He has been working 
with the under-21 team and has 
been working with Fabio for 
some time. I have got great 
confidence in Stuart, we will 
be in good hands. 

Our priority then will be to 
appoint a new England man¬ 
ager.” 

Football! Ajax in crisis as board 
quits over van Gaal row 


LONDON (AFP) - England 
football chiefs vowed not to 
rush their search for a successor 
to Fabio Capello on Thursday 
as Tottenham manager Harry 
Redknapp remained tight- 
lipped over taking the job. 

Speaking at a Wembley 
press conference after one of 
the most dramatic 24 hours in 
English football history. Foot¬ 
ball Association chairman 
David Bernstein defended the 
organisation’s handling of 
Capello’s exit. 

The 65-year-old Italian re¬ 
signed on Wednesday, un¬ 
happy at the FA decision to 
strip John Terry of the England 
captaincy last week following 
the delay of his trial for 
racially abusing QPR player 
Anton Ferdinand. 

Bernstein said Capello’s de¬ 
cision to publicy air his criti¬ 
cism of the decision in 
comments to Italian media had 
created an ’’unsatisfactory sit¬ 
uation” before crunch talks at 
Wembley on Wednesday. 



Bernstein also would not 
rule out the possibility of Eng¬ 
land looking to an overseas 
coach to replace Capello. 

Many regard Redknapp — 
cleared of tax evasion charges 
on Wednesday — as the only 
viable candidate to replace 
Capello. 

However, Redknapp said 
Thursday his focus was solely 
on preparing Tottenham, third 
in the Premier League, for 
their match against Newcastle 
this weekend. 

Asked whether he might be 
in charge of England by the 
start of Euro 2012, Redknapp 
insisted: ’’I’ve never thought 
about it. 

Earlier, former England 
manager Graham Taylor said 
Redknapp was ’’made for the 
job” of leading the national 
team, adding the Londoner 
was at the right stage of his ca¬ 
reer to take on the challenge. 

”I just think that taking the 
England job is far better when 
you’re coming towards the end 
of your career than when 
you’re a young man. I think 
Harry is in many respects 
made for the job,” Taylor told 
the BBC. 

Taylor said few candidates 
could rival Redknapp if he 
chose to apply for the job. 
’’The public want him, the 
players want him, sections of 
the media want him, so that’s 
how it looks at the moment,” 
Taylor said. 

Meanwhile Capello broke 
his silence in a short statement 
dealing with his departure. 

”I would like to thank all 
players, staff and Football As¬ 
sociation for the professional¬ 
ism they have shown during 
my years as manager of the 
English National Team,” it 
read. 

I wish all of them every suc¬ 
cess in achieving all their 
sporting goals.” 


AMSTERDAM (AFP) - Ajax 
technical director Danny Blind 
and the club’s board resigned 
on Thursday following the 
row over the blocked appoint¬ 
ment of Louis van Gaal as 
general manager of the Dutch 
footballing giants. 

Ajax legend Johan Cruyff 
last week won his legal battle 
to prevent the appointment of 
van Gaal which had been made 
by the club’s Council of Com¬ 
missioners without consulting 
him - although he is one of the 
five board members. 

”I have a clear vision of 
Ajax’s future and van Gaal’s 
arrival is part of that,” said 
Blind. ’’Now that his arrival is 


no longer the case I can’t and 
don’t want to continue.” 

Both van Gaal and Cruyff 
are former Ajax coaches and 
have clashed in the past. 

Cruyff took legal action to 
block his countryman’s ap¬ 
pointment and was backed by 
15 coaches from the club’s 
training centre. 

Cruyff, 64, had restructured 
the club in recent years by giv¬ 
ing more power to former 
plays such as Blind, Frank De 
Boer and Dennis Bergkamp, 
who are coaches, with Wim 
Jonk responsible for training. 

’’The coaches from the 
training centre are all former 
club players. I’ve always been 


200percent behind this project 
and I maintain that it’s very 
important for the club,” said 
Cruyff, who feared that Van 
Gaal would dismantle his 
work. 

Van Gaal, 60, had been due 
to work alongside Blind and 
commercial director Martin 
Sturkenboom as part of a new 
leadership structure at the 
home of the four-time Euro¬ 
pean champions. 

The former Bayern Munich 
coach managed Ajax between 
1991 and 1997, notably lead¬ 
ing them to the Champions 
League title in 1995, and was 
sporting director from 2003 to 
2004.

LIBREVILLE (AFP) - Pele 
insisted here Thursday that 
there will never be another 
Pele as his parents had thrown 
away the east. 

The football ieon was 
speaking at the unveiling of a 
statue in his honour at the 
L’Amitie stadium in Libreville 
whieh on Sunday will stage 
the final of the Afriea Cup of 
Nations. 

"Who is better than Pele?" 
said Gabon president Ali 
Bongo Ondimba at the inau¬ 
guration. 

In answer Pele joked at a 
press eonferenee: "To see an¬ 
other Pele being born would 
be diffieult. Perhaps there will 
be a player better than Pele, 
one similar to Pele, but a new 
Pele is impossible - my father 
and mother have stopped the 
maehine." 

Pele then remembered a trip 
to Gabon in 1967 with his 
elub Santos. 

"The father (Omar Bongo) 
of the president (Ali Bongo) 
was president at the time. He 
said: 'We’re going to stop the 
war beeause we want to see 
Pele. And the president 
stopped the war. It was fantas- 
tie. They stopped, we eame 
and we left." 

Santos and Pele did take 
part in an Afriean tournament 
taking in Gabon and Zaire in 
June 1967.

PARIS (AFP) - Alex Corretja's 
new-look Spain open their 
Davis Cup title defence against 
minnows Kazakhstan in 
Oviedo starting today. 

Just two months after lifting 
the trophy for the fifth time 
against Argentina in Seville, 
Corretja takes over from Albert 
Costa as the hosts bid to de¬ 
fend their interests without 
world number two Rafael 
Nadal, David Ferrer and Feli¬ 
ciano Lopez. 

The Spaniards are however 
overwhelming favourites in 
their first meeting with Kaza¬ 
khstan, a team made up of 
Russian-born players which 
made its debut in the World 
Group last year. 

Former French Open win¬ 
ner Juan Carlos Ferrero returns 
for Spain after a two-year ab¬ 
sence from the men's team 
tournament, and he will be 
joined by Nicolas Almagro, 
Marcel Granollers and Marc 
Lopez. 

Ferrero, ranked 48, has a 
17-7 Davis Cup record and last 
played in 2009. 

The 32-year-old 2003 
Roland Garros champion 
opens against 61st-ranked 
Mikhail Kukushkin on Friday 
with world number 11 Alma¬ 
gro, who has a 3-2 record, then 
taking on 132nd-ranked An- 
drey Golubev. 

On Saturday Granollers 
teams up with Davis Cup 
debutant Lopez in the doubles 
against Yuriy Schukin and 
Evgeny Korolev, with the re¬ 
verse singles on Sunday decid¬ 
ing who will advance to meet 
either Russia or Austria who 
play at Wiener Neustadt. 

Corretja said he had no 
problem with Nadal skipping 


the tie. 

Last year Russia failed to 
reach the quarter-finals for the 
first time since 2004 and 79th- 
ranked Igor Kunitzyn opens 
their campaign against Aus¬ 
trian number one Jurgen 
Melzer, ranked 40. 

In the second rubber, Alex 
Bogomolov Jr., playing for 
Russia for the first time in 
Davis Cup, will meet Andreas 
Haider-Maurer. 

Russian captain Shamil 
Tarpischev has saved his most 
experienced Davis Cup play¬ 
ers, Nikolay Davydenko and 
Mikhail Youzhny, for Satur¬ 
day's doubles rubber, against 
Oliver Marach and Alexander 
Peya. 

In other ties, Canada face a 
tough task despite hosting 
France in Vancouver. 

Guy Forget's France are 
favourites despite doubts over 
the fitness of Gael Monfils 
who has a knee injury. The 
French line-up also includes 
Jo-Wilfred Tsonga, Julien Ben- 
neteau and Michael Llodra. 

World number three Roger 
Federer and Stanislaw 
Wawrinka, ranked 28, will lead 
Switzerland against record 13- 
time winners the United States 
on clay at Fribourg. 

The United States have not 
won since 2007 and have a 
good chance of progressing 
with a team that includes 
eighth-ranked Mardy Fish and 
John Isner, ranked 17, with 
Ryan Harrison and Mike 
Bryan on doubles duty. 

Djokovic will skip the first 
round to be played in southern 
Serbian town Nis on February 
10-12 in order to get some rest 
from the busy season. 


BELGRADE (AFP) - Tennis 
world number one Novak 
Djokovic on Thursday at¬ 
tended the unveiling of his 
own likeness in wax in the 
central town of Jagodina, 
local media reported. 

Djokovic returned to Ser¬ 
bia, where he is considered a 
national hero, after defending 
his Australian Open title in 
the longest Grand Slam final 
of all time against Rafael 
Nadal. 

After a brief ceremony in 
the museum — which hosts 


some 28 prominent personal¬ 
ities from Serbia, including 
former top NBA player Vlade 
Divac — Djokovic reportedly 
went to a ski resort on 
Kopaonik mountain in the 
south of the country. 

He had already announced 
he would not take part in Ser¬ 
bia's Davis Cup tie against 
Sweden this weekend to get 
some rest from the busy sea¬ 
son. 

Djokovic was a key player 
when Serbia won their first 
Davis Cup title in 2010.

Dubai Desert Classic

DUBAI (AFP) - Spaniard 
Rafael Cabrera-Bello made the 
most of perfect scoring condi¬ 
tions on the opening day of the 
$2.5 million Dubai Desert 
Classic and shot an impecca¬ 
ble round of nine-under par 63 
to lead the tournament by two 
shots. 

Cabrera-Bello, who teed 
off early in the morning, made 
nine birdies in his first 11 
holes, and then parred his way 
in for a bogey-free 63. Ger¬ 
many’s Marcel Siem and Scot¬ 
land’s Scott Jamieson were 
tied for second place at seven- 
under par 65. 

The 2009 champion and 
world number 2 Rory Mcllroy 
got over a slow start and after 
being one-over through eight 
holes, the Ulsterman reeled in

seven birdies in his next 10 
holes to close at a six-under 
par 66. Joining him in tied 
fourth place was the world 
number 4 Martin Kaymer, 
who eagled his final hole. 

Also on 66 were 2001 
champion Thomas Bjorn of 
Denmark, the big-hitting 
Nicolas Colsaerts of Belgium, 
South Africa’s Richard Sterne 
and the French duo of Gregory 
Bourdy and Romain Wattel. 

Defending champion Alvaro 
Quiros opened with a two- 
under par 70, while world num¬ 
ber 3 Lee Westwood of England 
was one shot better at 69. 

In complete contrast to last 
week’s Qatar Masters, which 
was reduced to 54 holes be¬ 
cause of high winds, the play¬ 
ers could not have asked for 
better conditions. There was 
hardly any wind throughout 
the day, and with the greens 
playing soft on the opening 
day, the course was there for 
the taking. 

And nobody did that better 
than Cabrera-Bello. In fact, his 
start was so good that thoughts 
of a possible 59 did creep into 
his mind. 

Cabrera-Bello, who shot a 
round of 11-under par 60 to 
win the 2009 Austrian Open 
by one shot, said: ”It came 
through my mind for a second, 
not really the 60, but I was 9- 
under after 11, so I thought I 


can get to 59. 

’’But then, I quickly took it 
out of my mind as just a silly 
thought and told myself ’just 
play one shot at a time’. And 
I’m glad I stopped thinking 
about it.” 

The 27-year-old world 
number 119 said the closing 
stretch of seven pars after the 
roaring start, did not frustrate 
him one bit. 

”No, not at all. I was aware 
that the last holes (he finished 
on the ninth) were tough holes, 
especially the stretch from 4 to 
9. So, I was actually happy I 
was parring them with no 
major difficulties. 

”I was glad I was giving 
myself the birdie chances, and 
I just hoped maybe one of 
them will drop, but that was it. 
I was fine with just parring 
them,” said Cabrera-Bello. 

Siem looked good to catch 
up with him, but after being 
eight-under par through 17 
holes, he bogeyed the par-5 
18th to finish on seven-under 
par. Jamieson also played a 
bogey-free round and mixed 
five birdies with an eagle on 
the par-5 13th. 

Mcllroy said it was his de¬ 
cision to let his caddie JP 
Fitzgerald help him with his 
line of putt halfway through 
the round, turned around his 
fortune. 


Cycling: 1997 Tour de 
France winner Ullrich 
banned 



LAUSANNE (AFP) - Ger¬ 
many’s 1997 Tour de France 
winner Jan Ullrich on Thurs¬ 
day received a two-year ban 
for a blood doping offence, the 
Court of Arbitration for Sport 
(CAS) announced. 

CAS also ruled that all of 
Ullrich’s results since May 1, 
2005, be annulled. 

The German, who retired in 
November 2007, thus sees his 
third-placed finish in the 2005 
Tour de France written off 

’’The CAS has partially up¬ 
held the appeal filed by the 
UCI (International Cycling 
Union) and has found Jan Ull¬ 
rich guilty of a doping of¬ 
fence,” CAS said. 

The CAS hearing came 
about after the UCI appealed 
to the court against the Swiss 
Olympic Committee’s decision 
to halt an investigation into 
Ullrich’s past. 

The Swiss Olympic com¬ 
mittee, with whom Ullrich had 
a licence, had decided not to 


pursue the investigation about 
Ullrich, who lived in Switzer¬ 
land, because the German re¬ 
signed from the Swiss cycling 
federation in 2006. 

Ullrich, the former T-Mo- 
bile lead rider, was linked to 
the Operation Puerto scandal 
in 2006 after samples of his 
blood were found during a 
police raid on Spanish doctor 
Eufemiano Fuentes who was 
at the centre of a doping ring. 

Ullrich has always inisted 
he is innocent and has never 
doped. 

CAS saw it otherwise, 
however, with secretary-gen¬ 
eral Matthieu Reeb saying the 
date of May 1, 2005, had been 
’’retained because it is estab¬ 
lished that Jan Ullrich was 
fully engaged with the doping 
programm of Doctor Fuentes 
at least from that date”. 

Apart from his 1997 Tour 
win and his third-placed show¬ 
ing in 2005, Ullrich also fin¬ 
ished second in the world’s 
toughest and most prestigious 
race on five occasions (1996, 
1998, 2000, 2001, 2003) and 
fourth in 2004. 

Other principal victories 
Ullrich notched up were 
podium-topping showings in 
the 1999 Tour of Spain and the 
2004 Tour of Switzerland, as 
well as claiming Olympic gold 
at the 2000 Sydney Games in 
the road race and silver in the 
time-trial.
